Smith, in making this motion, mahitain- 
ed' that he was actuated by tho public, 
not partie.-i. (.leer.s from the homo rule 
bench.)

|irei:edeiit, (laughter) but the eiigancy of 
the caso must bu its jiiutilieation. (Ohoors 
and counter cheers). It was imperative

Gladstone in a long and spirited spooch 
challeiigetl one by one tho slateinents and 
arguments preaontod by Smith. Ho 
charged the government with forcing upon 
an unwilling people an odious and need- 
less measure of coercion by a means utter- 
ly without in-ecedout. He pointed out 
tho oldy way lo oxpediato the bill was to 
make its o|iefatioii teiiiporary, remove its 
woist features and give the Irish peasants 
linual rights with liritiah workmen. The 
general tone of (iladatonu's sjieoch 
was resignation to tho iiievitablo. 
Events, ho said, would- iiiijsh tho liberals. 
Parnell then arose and said that if the 
tnensuro was pasBud tho diBcussioii would 
becoiiio a mockery and rights of the 
iiiinoriiy would vaiiiah.

divided in every hole around the cuttings. 
I took off dying Zinfandel vines of which 
all died the following year. To-day I 
looked at these 100 Zinfandel vines. Some 
of thorn died like other cuttings will do 
even when taken from healthy vines 
but at least eighty present are 
doing well and are full of bunches 
of grapes. They look very healthy 
and every other European and every -resi- 
dent having vines such as Taylor and 
Loiioir have partially died. For myself 
1 have not the least interest in either 
success or failure of mercuiy. 1 have 
neither imtont or (jiiicksilvor mine, and 
:iiii i. ut if buainoas altogothor. Dr; Bauer's 
remedy received genei-al attention several 
years ago and was experiment^ with ex- 
tensively by the viticultural commission 
in several Sonoma vineyards. Immediate 
results were not those claimed by tho in- 
ventor, nor sutMciently favorable to war- 
rant further investigation. The particu- 
lar experiment referred to by Dr. Bauer 
that of jilanting with (juicksilver was not 
tried. The vineyard will bo examined 
and the test carried on for a long time to 
give the remedy a fair trial.

clusively granted to Kussian subjects," 
and foreign vesse'.s are interdicted from 
approaching within UK) 'talian miles of the 
coasts and islands n imo 1 under penalty of 
OOtlfiscfttion. With tliis document before 
him Mr. John Quincy Auams, Secretary 
of State, wrote to Mr. T'oletioa, the llus- 
aiaii Minister, on Fob. 25th, 1822, as 
follows :

United StAtes to inloriu you that lie tma .seen 
with surprise in thu ciiic. tho n.i.sertiou of 11 tor-

Mr. Adams added:

right of MOvereiKiit y, and especially that of en- 
tirely interdict iiiK ilic entrance of foreigners. 
But It iirefurred only inserting ilsossontiat right 
without OikiriK' any lulvantngo of localities." 

This was virtually a claim to dominion 
over tho whole of the waters lyinj,' I 
twoon tho Aleutian islands and tho .Se;i of 
Okhotsk. In liis rc]ily Mr. Adams re- 
marked that it was sulhcieiit to say that 
tho dist,ance from slioie to shore in lati- 
tude 51° north was not less tlum 90' of 
longitude, or 4,000 miles. He concluded 
by 8a)ring that the president was per- 
suaded that the citizens of the C'nited 
States wnidil iciimin iininolested in their 
lawful Commerce and that no ellect would 
bo given to an interdiction niiuiifcstlj' in- 
compatible with their rights. This contro- 
versy was ended by a convention 
signed at St. Petersburg, April 17, 
1824. in which it was agreed that in no 
piirt of the great oci'an, cdinmonly called 
the Facilic ocean or South wea, slioulil the 
respective citizens fir subjects of tho high 
contracting powers bo disturbed or re- 
strained, either in navigation or fishing 
or resorting to the coast for tho purpose 
of trading with the natives. Great Brit- 
ain concluded n similar treaty in 1 825. 
This treaty of 1824 remained Hulistautially 
in force until the cession of .\laska to the 
United States liy Russia. Theso facts 
eifoctiially (lispnso of Mr. Elliott's asser- 
tion that Kiissia'a claim was never pro- 
tested against by the United States. The 
Tim«a' correspondent also points out tliat 
his description of Behring Sea as i» "land- 
locked sea," with a "lirm lino pelagic 
boinidaiy," is ab.surd, in view of tlio fact 
that tho Aleutian Islands end at a point 
about 900 miles from the Asiatic coast uf 
Russia. Moreovor, even if it could have 
been claimed as such by Russia in 1821 
by virtue of her possession of tho land on 
both sides, that cinditiiui ceased whuu 
she parted with her tcrrir.ory 0,1 mio side, 
ust as Great Brit'iin gavu up her claim 
to territorial jurisdiction over tho Bay ot 



.1 ' ■ .il;„..v«) men, 111 the niches on 
either side of which are tiguris, respec- 
tively representing a Oanadio'i farmer and 
a dair3'inaid. 

The arch, on which Appear the rtdnls 
"Government Exhibit" — "Dominion of 
Canada" is siirmiiunted by tho royal arms 
draped witii lld^. 

The attention of the visitor is lirst at- 
tracted liy a very hne picture of Her 
Majesty the Queen, full longtli, seated in 
her ^bes, after tho picture painted b_\ 
Winterhalter by command of Her Ma- 
jesty;*-- This picture is in ])ossessioii of 
the Qucen"at Windsor Castlu. That in 
the Canadian court is bodded on a ground 
of royal crimson plush, and is siirinounted 
by the Union Jack and Dominion coat of 
arms, with the correct quarteringa. 

To the right and loft of this centre are 
cases containing specinionsnf grain in the 
ear, and some roniarkable specimens of ini- 
tural grasses, nnioiigst which are deserv- 
ing of s])ecial notice tlie pea-vine i.f the 
Nortliwest prairies and some wild hops. 
Iminudiatoly ia the front are two hand- 
some grain trophies, octagonal in form, 
tho pillars and canopies of wliich are fes- 
tooned with tho natiirid grasses of the 
Nortliwest prairie, and cereals in the ear. 
The ton-aced shelving contains samples of 
the ditl'erent cereals of the various pro- 
vinces, arrangoil in bags and glass show 
bottles. In the centre of the court is a 
very tine specimen of coal (weighing 
nearly two tons) from Sir Alexander (iali's 
Lethbridgo mines, on the eastern slojios 
of tho Rocky Mountains, and in which 
tho Baroness Burdctt-Coutts, Mr. 
Archibald Forbes, and others whose 
nanios are well knovvTi, lijive an interest. 
The seam from which this block was taken 
is five feet two inches thick, and conUiiiis 
on surface workings o, .000, 000 tons to the 
square mile. As this licid al.ine l•Mve^^4 
hundreds of acjuafc niiles, llir luel supi.h 
of Manitoba and the Northwest is secure. 
A small but unique collection uf minerals 
comprising about eighty specimens is 
shown. <Jf .special note is a siieciuion of 
apatite, or phoBphatu cf lime, of which 
about 40,000 tmis were shipiied from Can- 
ada last year, th, bul'; of it til Liviirpii.il. 
The rapid growth of iiis tiatli' is slmwii 
by the fact that in 1»80 there were only 
7,500 tons shipped, while in 1885, after a 
steady annual increase, the expnit 
amounted to 24,875 tons, and l.SSti slnovs 
an export of nearly double tliis ipiantity. 
There are also two gilt obelisks reinesent- 
iiig the output of gold in the pmvinces of 
Nova Scotia, 011 the .\tl;uitic coast, and 
British Columbia, on the Pacilic eoii.st, 
^during the last twenty-five years. 
Continuing, the Pod says: 
Thoru are also nine magniliceiit paint- 
ings of the leading cities in the llnmiiiinn, 
from Charlottotown, Prince Kdward 
Island, on the Atlantic, ti N'ictoria, Brit- 
ish Columbia, on the Pacilic. The inter^ 
mediate citieS represented are Maliftix, 
Nova Scotia, St. Johfi, Quebec, Montreal, 
Ottawa, the cjipittil of the Dominion, 
Toronto, the capital of Onlarin, .-ind Win- 
ni])eg, Maniloli.a. 

.-V magniliccnt sol of phutogiMplis is 
shown illustrating tho comfntt and ele- 
gance of the cars of the Canadian I'acilic 
n.ilway. As an indication of the enor- 
mous extent of territory intersected by 
tliis line, it may ho mentioned that on the 
7th of this month there were no fewer than 
4,211 miles of r.iilway in operation under 
tho one manageiuunt.

An Incorrect Story of the Indian Vlltago at 

Kurt Slmiiaon, 

WA.sill.Nin-oi, D. C., June 1.— i'he 
coast of Brilinli C'oluiiilii;i e.xtends for 
liearl} liOO iiiL's between .\l:^-l^:^ 011 t he 
north and \V:-,bhington territory on the 
south. At the northern point of this line 
is Fort Siinison, an old post of tho Hud- 
son Bay colipaii}'. To this birt a young 
I'higlishiuaiiweiil oO yc;U's ago, with Ihe 
apjiareiit ly iliiiuei ical purjiose of christian- 
izing the su age tribes wlnj.se huts cluster 
od about lb: neighborhood. He learned 
their lauguigo, took up his abode among 
them, und » tho result of his teaching 
and influenie there sprang up near by a 
new liulianvillage, which has become llii- 
niijst imporant settlement upon the en- 
tire coast. The visitor of to-day liiids 
there sirees of commodious and well 
built houses, a school house, town hall 
and. domiiuting them all, a gothic church 
seating 1,20)— all these the result of tb> 
toil of th« Tsiinshean Indians. The 
very name of this town, AIellal..ihlla, 
has becom- a household word among 
many of tjo churches of I'highiiid and 
Scotland as one of tbw most conspicuous 
tiiumphs cf Christian missii-ins. Its iii- 
Ihienee, imreover, lias iitlected all the 
tribes bir lundreds of miles up and down 
the coast. The English missionaiy, re- 
maining a hyinan, became niagist i-ate lor 
a wide teritory — governed wisely, Kejit 
iiquor awa;' from the tribes and bislcred 
reinunerutrve industries among iheiu. A 
great rovtrso, however, has fallen iij.on 
this coiiiiiiuiiily. The |iroviuco of British 
Columbia in order to sc.;iiro the utmost 
advant.igt from the .sale of livnd on the 
liiieof tin proposed Caiiadi:iii Pacitic rail- 
ro.-ul, ha.<decided that the liuliaiis have 
no rights in tho land. At one" blow the 
results of the long yeare of sacriliee and 
toil of tht Motlaknhthi Indians have been 
doomed. Their title lo houses, gardens, 
cbiircli, l(\in hall, indiistri il plant, every- 
thing - is uniluruiiueil. Looking over the 
bircst cUd bills of Alaska, which are 
in sight fiom their town, itoccurn-dlo 
thoiii thai the Liiited Stales might all'oid 
thein a juitico which was ruthlessly donie.i 
tiiom in tho land of their forefathers. 
Their iiiis^ioiuiry reeeiilly laiue on to 
Washiiigloi, :iii'd, h;i\iiig recene.l ;iu 
thorilative a.ssuraiice.-, llial- his Indians 
liiigbl lia\(- prnilegi'S of sellh'meiil and 
owner.'-hip ui .-Maska identical to tlio.-,e 
granted to white men, ho proiio.se.s that 
ho and they shall become Americans. 
Tlioir village is to be diaiiiantled, tlieii- 
homes torn down, their tilled gardens de- 
serted, and once more liiey are lo begin 
in a virgin wilderness sixty miles away, 
at Port Chester, the laborious task of a 
now town. 'I'ho natives of Alaska, who 
are warmly disposed towards the Tsini- 
sheans, welcomo their proposed advent, 
and we may ho thankful that so \igoriius 
and ele\atiiig an iiilliiclice is to leaeli Ihe 
.■J0,U0O Indiaii.sof our vast, Noribwestdo- 
m.dii.
